SCA 4 (Lockyer) — Trial Court Unification

This measure has been passed by the Legislature but will not appear on the
November ballot due to the late date of passage. For further information, see

SB 960 (Conference Committee) — Public Utilities Restructuring

This measure includes a provision that requires the Public Utilities
Commission “in consultation with the Law Revision Commission” to submit a
report to the Legislature on needed revisions of the Public Utilities Code that
result from public utilities industry restructuring. The report is due on or before
June 30, 1997. For further information, see First Supplement to Memorandum 96-
58 (new topics and priorities).
